, Lexington, April 26 — ^Twelve 
hundred and three illicit distilling 
plants were seized and destroyed 
during February and March by 

the forces of the Southern Divi- 
sion of the United 'States prohi- 
bition enforcement organizartion, 
according to a recapitulation of 
the work for the two months 
just received here fromi division 
headquarters in Richmond, Va. A 
total of 674 persons were arrest- 
ed in the raids and -19 automobiles 
and 14 "other vehicles" seized.

In hi- la-t he details 
several battles of the Livil \Var 
which were fought right around 
here. He writes, in part : 

The battle of Richmiond took 
j)lace August .30. 1862. Skirmish- 
I in;.;', a few milf^ -oiitli n! Rioh- 
! ni'ind, on tli;- 2'Hh. hetwH-ii the 
i advance of the two armies. On 
I the .SOtli. I'.ri'^adier General 
son (of Indiana) contrar'.- to ihe 
orders of his superior oUicer (ien- 
eral Nelson, to avoid a fight and 
fall back, marched out live miles 
to attack the enemy, and at () a. 
m. brought on a fierce engage- 
ment between hi.s force of 9.000 
and the Confederate force of 
somewhat greater numbers, 
which la-ted initil 11 o'clock. 

A lull of alioni one hour ensu- 
ed, both sides seeming exhausted 
when the battle was renewed, but 
the tide soon turned again>t th(> 
I'Vderals. who tied in every direc- 
tion, the main body keeping the 
toward Kicliui. Mid. 
Two miles from Kiclimond Gen. 
Xelson. who had nVMen 52 miles 
tliat day on a relay of horses, met 
and rallied the flying forces mak- 
ing a brief and desperate re-ist- 
ance. even ctilting down witJi 'li- 
sword an officer avo ca'h^d to his 
men to scatter and run. The 
)anic soon was complete and be. 
nii\\'!l;ng to give up. was 'sur- 
rounded by the enemy, twice 
wounded, and woidd have been 
killed but for tlie fi.vi:!:^- ;icv of 
Major (ioneral Green ( Iriv. wlin 
seized his liridit- and f'T'cd him 
from tile I'leld. 

At the crf)s-.ing nf the Kentuc- 
ky river, he rallied some frag- 
ments of the regiments to check 
the piir-niii'^- fiTce. but oiily for a 
few minutes. .Such utter demor- 
alization and panic coidd not be 
suddenly recovered from, and a 
large part of the troo]is took thru 
the wofids and fields .n^t ceasing 
their fliL^Iit mail thev had cross- 
ed the ( )hio river. "Don't ti ll me 
those rebel soldiers won't tight." 
said a Federal major, who had re- 
treated to the bank of the O'liu, 
l;ut whose courage had stood the 
test of manv a well fought battle 
in other cliiiit-^ : "they lived on 
nothing but green corn, giving 
their horses nue ear while roast- 
ing another for themselves, hut T 
tell you they f<)Ught like devil<!" 

In the singular excitement that 
ensued ff)r weeks, no accurate 
ac-rimt of tiiv- !"ss v.-": Tinhlish- 
ed; the Federal loss is variously 
stated at 225 to 400 killed : 350-fo 
1.100 wounded, and from .'^.COO to 
6.000 prisoners; the Confederate 
loss in killed from 100 to 250 .and 
wounded at from 250 to 500. The 
prisoners were paroled and set 
free. (The compiler of these ar- 
ticles has a distinct recollection 
of hearing the cannonading dur- 
ing the battle of Richmond. 13 
miles away, at his home in Gar- 
rard county: his age at tliat time 
was seven years.)

Jim Maret tells a lot more 

old-tiinc hi.stor>' con- 
cerning Richmond and vicinity in 
his column in the Lexington 
Leader, entitled "Fir^t Things in 
Kentucky." In hi- la^t he details 
several battles of the Civil War 
which were fought right aronnd 
here. He v. riii--. in part: 

The battle oi Richnwnd took 
jilace August 30. 1862. Skirmish- 
ing, a few nn'les ^oiitii oi' Rich- 
mond, on tlv.' 2'>th. l)et\\t'en the 
advance oi the two armies. On 
the 30th. Brigadier General Man- 
son (of Indiana) contrary to the 
orders of his superior t)tticer tieu- 
eral Nelson, to avoid a fight and 
fall back, marched out live miles 
to attack the enemy, and at (> a. 
m. brought on a fierce engage- 
ment between hi-; for; e of <^',000 
and the Confederate force of 
somewhat greater numbers, 
which lasted milil 11 n'clock. 

A lull of aliouv f/ue hour ensu- 
ed, both sides seeming exhausted 
when the battle was renewed, but 
the tide soon turned aQain->t ihr 
Federals, who lied in every direc- 
' tion. the main 1v>dy keeping the 
'pike toward Kiclinioiid. 
i Two miles from lvicl;mt>nd fJen. 

u. i^'^'*'^"- "^'^'^^ '^^'^ ridden 52 miles 
Itliat day on a relay of horses, met 
' 'and rallied the flying forces mak- 
ing a brief an<l desperate ro-i^t- 
nnce, even cutting do\\ n a -'m 
sword an officer wo ca'Ied to his 
men to scatter ar.d run. The 
panic soon was complete and he, 
p.ii willing to yive up. was 'sur- 
rounded by the enemy, twice 
wounded, and would have been 
killed but f<)r flic daring act of 
Major (General Creen ("lay. who 
seize(l liis bridle and forced him 
.i from tlie lieM. 

At the crossing of the Kentuc- 
ky river, he rallied some frag- 
ments of the regiments to check 
the piir-fiiiT^- b '-cr. but o'dy for a 
few minutes. Such utter demor- 
alization and ]>anic could not be 
suddenly recovered frf)m. and a 
large part of the trnops took thru 
the woods and fields .not ceasing 
tluir llii;ht until thcv had cross- 
ed the Ohio river. "Don't tell me 
those rebel soldiers won't tight." 
said a Federal major, v. ho had re- 
treated to the bank of the O'lio. 
but whose courage had stood the 
test of many a well fought battle 
in other dimes; "they liv^d on 
nothing but green corn, giving 
their horses one ear while roast- 
ing another for themselves, but T 
tfll } on they fonght like devil--!" 

In the singular excitement tiiat 
ensued for weeks, no accurate 
acrunt of the io^s v.a- ntiblish- 
ed; the Federal loss is variously 
stated at 225 tp 4C0 killed : 350-fo 
l.ino wounded, and from ri.COO to 
6.000 prisoners; the Confederate 
lo.ss in killed from 100 to 250 .and 
woimded at from 250 to 500. The 
prisoners were paroled and set 
free. (The compiler of these ar- 
ticles has a distinct recollection 
of hearing the cannonading dur- 
ing the battle of Richmond. 13 
miles away, at his home in Har- 
rard county : his age at that time 
was seven years.) 

."^ept ember 1st Paris was eva- 
cuated by the Federals, who fell 
hack on Ceneral Kiri>y Smith'.s 
Confederate troops occunied Lex 
ington. Their appn^ach caused 
great excitement at Loui.sville. 
and Covingion. Ncv.port and 
Cincinnati; where the next (lay 
martial law was proclaimed. Ver- 
sailles was occupied by Confeder- 
ates Septcnd)cr 2. 

Several skirniishcs occurred 
during the month in difTerent 
portions of the state. 

Morgan'- Calvary reached 
Lexington on Septeml.'cr 4 at 10 
a. m.. amid enthusiastic shouts 
and congratulations. They enter- 
ed Kentucky via, Allen county, 
thence through Cdasgow, Colum- 
bia. Libertv, Tlustonville. Dan- 
ville, and Xicholasvillc. Within 
a few day.s Capt. W. C P. Breck- 
inridge, Lieut. Sam D. Morgan, 
(n cousin of Col. John H. ^lor- 
gan) and Col. Cluke and Chen- 
ault recruited nearly 1,000 men 
for their batallion and regiment. 
Capt. (now Brigadier Kaeneral) 
Abrami Buford. recruited three 
regiments of calvary under Col. 
Butler. Smith and Grigsby. 

A skirmish occurred near Paint 
Paint Lick, Garrard comity ^nd 
Big Hill. Madison county, be- 
tween Col. Ed McCook's Federals 
and Col. John H, Morgan's and 
Col. Scott's Confederate calvary.

llr.-^t stc]) (if tlic fight in Congress 
l<j tighten up the Volstead prohi- 
bition enforcement law, a bill de- 
signed to prohibit the sale of beer 
to the sick on a doctor's pre- 
scription was intrtjduced in the 
House by Chairman Audrey J.
